Learned Janitor Leaving University 


DETROIT (AP) - Thirty- 


one years ago Elmer Fischer 
started work at Wayne State 
University as a janitor. Next 
July, when he is 65, he will be 
leaving with four academic 
degrees, his mops and pails 
far behind him. 


"I might go teach sculpture 


in some small Negro college 
in the South," he said, "or I 
could open my own studio ..." 
" ... Or I might just find 


some nice small town that 
needs a funeral director," 
Fischer said with a grin. "I 
might do just that." 


In December, he will re- 


ceive a master's degree in 
fine arts. Fischer, married 
and the father of an adult son, 
has already earned bachelors 
degrees in history, mortuary 
science and sculpting. 


It all started in 1940 when 


he left his job as an ironwork- 
er for Ford Motor Co. 


Very Ordinary 


"I was living in a flat," he 


recalled Sunday, "and I would 
say it was very ordinary. I 
didn't have too much of 
anything. You had to watch 
your money in those days." 


Because of frequent layoffs, 


Fischer only worked about 
five months a year. So when a 
friend went to apply for a job 
as a school janitor, he went 
along. 


His partner on the janitorial 


job was Lloyd Richards, a 
graduate student earning his 
tuition. 


"Well, Richards, he talked 


me into starting classes." 
Fischer said. "So when he and 
I were done cleaning the 
halls, we'd take a free shower 
in the men's locker room, 
change, and go to class. 


"First class I took was 


English composition. I never 
will forget it. I was 33 years 
old and started right at the 
bottom." 


By 1953, Fischer had his 


bachelors degree in history, 
but he was still a janitor. He 
was plagued by his memory 
of the Great Depression he 
said, and did not want to give 
up a secure job. 


Subsequently, Fischer was 


transferred to a janitorial job 
with the school's mortuary 
science department, b e g a n 
taking courses 
in science. 


embalming and restoration. 


By the time he earned his 


mortuary degree. Fisher had 
become the department's lab- 
oratory supervisor and was 
helping to teach chemistry 
and bacteriology. 


He could have gone put on 


his own as a funeral director 
then but he was still haunted 
by the depression. 


In addition, the man who 


taught Fischer restoration- 
making bodies look better- 


convinced him he had a great 
talent for sculpture. 


So he stayed at the univer- 


sity and enrolled in fine arts 
classes, earning a bachelors 
and, next December, a mas- 
ters degree. 


And in July, Fischer will be 


able to retire with a pension- 
just the security he says he 
needs to leave the university. 


But. with all his degrees, 


he's just not sure which way 
he's going to go.

Mid-wifery Changes Face With Times 


By LYNNE OLSON 
Associated Press Writer 
SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 


Daphne Jenkins, 25, has had 
three children in the past four 
years. Her youngest, 3 months 


old, was delivered by a mid- 
wife. 


"It was the smoothest, eas- 


iest pregnancy I've ever had," 
the tall brunette says. "The 
care I got was terrific. If I 
have another baby, I don't 
want anyone else but a mid- 
wife." 


Many women agree with 


her. But the difference be- 
tween the modern midwife 
and her counterpart of the 
19th 
and early 20th centuries 


is vast. 


Once considered a lowly 


stepdaughter by the medical 
profession, today's midwife is 
a highly skilled registered 
nurse who must undergo rig- 
orous training before she can 
be certified by the American 
College of Nurse-Midwives. 


To acquire certification, a 


nurse can earn a master's 
degree in nurse-midwifery at 
one of five U.S. universities. 
Or she can attend one of six 
schools that offer 
post-RN 


programs leading to a certifi- 
cate in nurse-midwifery. 


"Part of the reason for the 


tremendous acceptance and 
demand for nurse-midwives is 
because the need is so great," 
says Joyce Cameron, Univer- 
sity of Utah assistant profes- 
sor of nursing. "Many women 
are not getting the maternity 
care they need because there 
are not enough doctors to go 
around." 


The nurse-midwife, Miss 


Cameron says, can "lavish 
attention on the very areas 
the physician is likely to leave 
untouched—the intimate wom- 
anly details—and patients ap- 
preciate this." 


When the patient goes into 


labor, the nurse-midwife is 
there to give support and 
encouragement. And when the 
baby is born, she performs 


the actual delivery, with a 
physician close by in case of 
emergency. 


The nurse-midwife cares for 


the mother after the delivery 
and gives her tips on how to 
handle her child. 


"At all times the mother is 


aware that the physician is 
immediately available should 
he be needed," says Miss 
Cameron, "yet she has the 
additional satisfaction of a 
close relationship with some- 
one who has the time to 
answer her questions, prepare 
her for the experience and 
become acquainted with her 
family and their needs and 
concerns." 


Daphne Jenkins, whose mid- 


wife was another University 
of Utah nursing instructor, 
agrees: 


"With my first two children, 


most of my checkups were 
just 'hello and goodbye' visits. 
I had things I wanted to talk 
about, which the doctor con- 
sidered normal, like back- 
aches and morning sickness. 
But when you're pregnant, 
you don't consider them ordi- 
nary at all." 


In the University of Utah 


program, h u s b a n d s are 
strongly encouraged to be 
present during the delivery, 
and are given instructions on 


how to deliver a baby in case 
the mother doesn't get to the 
hospital on time. 


"During the delivery, I was 


right there, able to give her 
support," says Mrs. Jenkins' 
husband, Laird, 28. "It was 
nice to feel needed." 


At the University of Utah 


Medical Center, a woman who 
wishes to be cared for by a 
nurse-midwife is examined by 
both the midwife and a physi- 
cian at her first prenatal visit. 


If the doctor believes the 


pregnancy will be normal, the 
woman is seen on all subse- 
quent visits only by the nurse- 
midwife unless complications 
arise. 


A woman participating in 


the Utah nurse-midwife pro- 
gram pays the same amount 
she would if cared for by a 
physician. 


The registered nurse-mid- 


wife is never permitted to go 
into private 
practice. 
She 


must work as part of a team, 
under the 
direction 
of a 


physician. 


Six states and New York 


City have laws requiring the 
licensing of nurse-midwives. 
In some other states, nurse- 
midwives must o p e r a t e 
according to state medical 
practice laws. 


To get her master's degree 


in nurse-midwifery at 
the 


University of Utah, a nurse 
undergoes two years of train- 
ing, including an intensive 
study of pregnancy, genetics 
and maternity care.

mornings." 


Both resolutions were re- 


ferred to the board of direc- 
tors for further consideration 


Menasha President 


President of LCW, who was 


installed by the Rev. Robert 
J. Marshall, New York City, 
head of the 3 2 million mem- 
ber LCA, is Mrs. Clarence Van 
Loo, Menasha. She is a mem- 
ber of the church's legislative 
body between biennial conven- 
tions, t h e LCA executive 
council 


As head of the board, Mrs. 


Van Loo will lead a study, and 
help to implement programs 
"designed specifically to 
reach the employed women, 
single w o m e n and young 
women under 30 and to hold 
and utilize the experience and 


abilities 
of older 
women, 


striving to meet their particu- 
lar needs 


The delegates also asked 


that the board consider mak- 
ing a proposal to the 1974 
convention in Kansas City, 
Mo. for the celebration of the 
100th anniversary of Lutheran 
women's work in 1977. 


The convention approved a 


$1,490,083 budget for 1972; 
loosened up structural 
re- 


quirements for congregational 
units and opened means for 
receiving special gifts and 
thank offerings. 


Approve Gifts 


Women selected groups of 


specific ministries submitted 
to them to be funded with 
part of LCWs $53,434 gift to 
the LCA. These ministries 
include such things as mi- 
grant 
ministries; 
Christian 


education materials for India; 
c o o p e r a t i o n in housing 
development, and youth minis- 
tries on synod territories. 


The Rev. Marshall, when he 


addressed t h e convention, 
asked the women to be "free 
to be the household of faith." 
He said new ecumenical rela- 
tions were possible "if they 
are built on the confidence 
which comes with faith 
and 


the clarity about both unity 
and diversity." 


In an obvious reference to 


the convention week's news 
developments in the federal 
moves toward ending the in- 


flationary spiral, the minister 
said, "While our country has 
economic problems of its own 
which it must solve, we can

great need elsewhere."

motion pictures. His most 
recent one is the latest Dustin 
Hoffmann picture, "Who Is 
Harry Kellerman and Why Is 
He Saying Those Terrible 
Things About Me?" 


Multi-level seating will pro- 


vide solutions to cramped 


dwellers in the home, com- 
pacting furnishings without 
making you feel squeezed or 
mashed And the informality 
has youth appeal Young peo- 
ple prefer to sit on the floor 
or as near to it as possible. 
They don't like rigid straight- 
backed chairs. 


In 
addition to perimeter 


seating in the room, multi- 
level platforms, 18 and 12 
inches off the floor, provide 
extra seating when you enter- 
tain. These can be temporary 
portable platforms or they 
can be permanent. It depends 
on the mood of the room. But 
the platforms will provide the 
incentive to entertain more 
often because of the informal- 
ity.

plywood boxes that are cover- 
ed with carpet, upholstery or 
tiles to make effective levels. 
You can place them in twos 
or threes, a high one with one 
lower on each side or what- 
ever When you tire of them 
you can remove them from 
the room. Or you might store 
them, using them only when 
they are needed. Most multi- 
level seating has been on two 
levels, but Pedersen sees the 
idea extending even to three 
or four levels. 


When foam came on the 


decorating scene, Italian de- 
signers did some very good 
furniture in the multi-level 
way, Pedersen observes, and 
some A m e r i c a n designers 
have done very good multi- 
level pieces. In his room set- 
tings P e d e r s e n sometimes 
uses pieces designed by Vlad- 
mir Kagan. Many manufac- 
turers have resisted the multi- 
level furniture idea but Peder- 
sen believes they will change 
their minds. At the moment 
custom units may cost from 
$1,000 for a two-level unit to 
$6,000 for a four-level unit. 
But less costly adaptations 
should appear soon, he says. 
A three-level design can seat 
as many as 11 persons. 


A less expensive way to 


accomplish multi-level seating 


may be to use some of the 
cube-like furniture which fea- 
tures foam pads upholstered 
in marvelous fabrics Vary 
the cube sizes and you have 
another version of the multi- 
level seating idea 
In his New York apartment, 
Pedersen has designed a ver- 
sion of multi-level furniture in 
his 2-year-old daughter's 
room. A four-poster bed was 
designed so it could be placed 
in the center of the room The 
built-in box spring and mat- 
tress are at waist level, which 
eliminates bending when baby 
is being attended to Below 
the bed, Pedersen built in 
storage space drawers 


These can be removed, the 


crib railing lowered to the 
floor so the bed can become a 
play pen. Pedersen used nat- 
ural wood but he suggests 
that lacquer in colors might 
interest people who would 
duplicate the idea. 


Pedersen doesn't think that 


everything will go multi-level 
right now, but during the 
transitional period, he visual- 
izes a combination of tradi- 
tional and multi-level furni- 
ture. But he believes the 
change will come as more 
interior designers are influ- 
enced by the mood of younger 
people.

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Professors' Legal Action Still Pending 
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History Conflict Report Hits OSU Climate Hearings to Begin 
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On Redistricting

OSHKOSH — A contnnersv 


which arose this spring at 
Oshkosh S t a t e University 
(OSU) over the publication 
and use of a history textbook 
by six members of the history 
department has been partly 
settied with the release of a 
report by a faculty committee 
set up to investigate 
the 


matter. 


The situation in the history 


department is a tangled one. 
involving many questions of 
both professional ethics and 
behavior and legal issues. The 
committee report dealt large- 
ly with the professional side 
of the issue. 


In broad terms, the report 


tended to find more fault with 
the university than with the 
six p r o f e s s o r s — Werner 
Braatz, Richard Orr, Joseph 
Stan-, Thomas White, Robert 
Delk and Robert Melka. 


OSU President Roger Guiles 


has had the report since May, 
but has refused to reveal its 
contents. Howard Goldberg, a 
Madison attorney representing 
four of the six professors in a 
legal action involving an ap- 
parent civil suit, obtained the 
report and released it last 
week, claiming that it "fully 
clears my clients of any 
wrong doing." 


Lawsuit Started 


The legal side of the ques- 
tions raised in the controversy 
may not be settled for some 
time. Although two of the six. 
Delk and Melka. left OSU one 
year ago, the remaining four 
have begun a lawsuit for 
monetary damages naming as 
defendants. Arthur Darken, 
dean of the School of Letters 
and Science; John Bengtson. 
history department chairman: 
and Justin Walsh and Robert 
Chaffin, both members of that 
department. 


As of now, all that has been 


filed in the case are sum- 
monses served on the four 
defendants. These simply con- 
stitute notice of a suit and do 
not specify charges. 


The matter has been stalled 


since late June when Circuit 
Court Judge Edmund Arpin 
took under advisement a re- 
quest 
from

ing Corp., Berkeley, Calif. 


In a contract dated Oct. 30. 


1969, the OSU teachers agreed 
to produce the book of read- 
ings for publication by the 
company on the condition that 
local bookstores purchase 1,- 
000 of the 3.000 books pro- 
duced under the agreement. 
The professors also agreed to 
require the use of the book by 
their students "until all copies 
are sold." 


It was charged in a memor- 


andum of unknown origin that 
the six had violated legal and 
ethical s t a n d a r d s in the 
agreement. The memorandum 
and parts of the contract 
became public in a story 
printed in a Madison student 
paper, the Badger Hearld, on 
Feb. 2, 1971. Six weeks later, 
the faculty committee investi- 
gating the charges began 
meeting. 


All five members of 
the 


committee were full profes- 
sors and not connected with 
the history department. They 
included Shyam B h a t i a . 
Michael B r a n d t , Donald 
Bruyere. Arthur Lieble and 
Harvey McKenzie. 


$310 Return 


In the report, the committee 


stated that under the terms of 
the original contract, each of 
the six compilers could expect 


a monetary return of $310. 
This, in the committee's view, 
was not enough to warrant a 
charge of profiteering. In fact, 
the book not only did not sell 
the m i n i m u m number of 
copies required by the con- 
tract, it also was longer than 
specified and this increased 
production costs.

An example would be a 
teacher promoted to assistant 
principal. 


The major question in Wis- 


consin, h o w e v e r , revolves 
around the council's ruling on 
master and individual con- 
tracts. In Wisconsin, teachers 
are required by law to con- 
tract individually, while the 
master contract is a matter 
of choice. 


Council Ruling 


Last week the Cost of Living 


Council ruled: "All teachers 
are eligible for an increase if 
at least one teacher has per- 
formed under a contract prior 


to Aug. 15, or was entitled to 
earn it.'' 


These master contracts are 


those negotiated by school 
board's and teacher associa- 


tions, usually on a yearly basis. 
The council's ruling was made 
to give teachers who have not 
yet begun work this fall, a 
salary increase given to those 
who taught in summer school 
these teachers received bene- 
fits agreed upon for all teach- 
ers last year, but unavailable 
to those who teach only 20 
months. 


The individual contracts, on 


the other hand, can be signed 
in spring binding a teacher to 
work at a particular school in 
fall, and contingent upon a 
salary which later may be 
agreed upon in a 
master 


contract, or they may specify 


the amount of salary. 


The council ruled that under 


individual contracts: "If a 
teacher performed work un- 
der a contract prior to Aug. 
15 or has been eligible to earn 
the new increases prior to 
that date, the increase is 
allowed." 


Unique Situation 


But according to Archie 


Buchmiller, deputy state su- 
perintendent of schools, Wis- 
consin is unique because it 
has both types of contracts.

in Washington,

said, and here lies the heart 
of the problem."

Understanding Other People 


Americans, by and large. ?eem to 


have trouble understanding why the rest 
of the world, or at least too many por- 
tions of it. indulges in the "Yankee Go 
Home" spirit. Why don't other people 
like us? Don't they appreciate our relief 
etc.? 


The Good Book tells of how a man 


who became famous as a leader of his 
people learned to understand them. His 
name was Ezekiel, and early in his 
career, as part of his training, he was 
ordered to go and speak to a captive 
people. He didn't really want to go. but 
go he did. and he found them "by the 
river of Chebar." "I sat where they sat", 
he reports, "and remained there 
astonished among them seven days." 


Before he could serve and help them, 


he had to understand them and their 
plight, and you get that by looking and 
listening, more than by talking. 


It seems quite safe to state that we 


need to do more listening to understand, 
too. \Ve find it increasingly hard to 
comprehend people not on our economic 
level, and that means by far most of the 
people of the world. While many millions 
go to bed hungry every night, and many 
thousands of them literally on a star- 
vation diet, our material standard of 
living is constantly rising. With it our 
individual desires steadily multiply. We 
are so caught in the materialistic game 
that we scarcely know where to stop. 


More than enough hardly is sufficient 
anymore. 


Let's try Ezekiel's technique. Sup- 


pose \\e "sit where the people sit", 
poxerty people, that is. If we were 
suddenly reduced to the poverty le^el of 
more than a billion people in the \\orld. 
\\ e would have to get rid of about 90 per 
cent of our furniture, clothing, shoes and 
food. Shut off the running water, there's 
none of that. Eliminate the electric 
wiring in the house, in fact, eliminate the 
house and substitute a glorified toolshed.

If you're one of the folks who've had 


trouble understanding America's un- 
popularity abroad, reread those last two 
paragraphs. At least in imagination "go 
sit where those people sit." It can be 
quite a learning experience. 


Trouble in the Philippines 


One thing the trouble-plagued 


Philippine Islands don't need is a 
religious war. But one is possible. 


Of the 38 million Filipinos, all but 2 


million are at least nominal Christians. 
Many of the latter hark back to earlier 
Christian decades; they often practice 
flagellation during Holy Week, for in- 
stance, and their Roman Catholic 
church relationship is Spanish-oriented. 
Even today the Spanish church is not 
happy about ecumenicalism. 


But on the large island of Mindanao, 


there are hundreds of thousands of 
Moslem Filipinos. They have defied with 
varying degrees of success efforts of. 
Spanish and American colonists to keep 
them under control; they are doing the 
same with the government of the 
Republic of the Philippines. And the 
encouragement by the late President 
Manuel Quezon for Christian islanders 
on Luzon to head south didn't help 
matters any. 


Neither does the current Philippine 


Army manual which stales that 
"Christians who pioneer in hinterlands 
and produce good crops have become 
objects of envy by Moslems who, 
because of their "semi-nomadic culture, 


. have no inclination for similar en- 


deavors." Perhaps. But the Moslem 
Filipinos have been bitterly complaining 
about the intrusion of other Filipinos on 
property. In Moslem practice there is an 
ancestral right to land. Emissaries from 
Mindanao have gone to Manila to confer 
with President Ferdinand Marcos but 
they insist, and probably with good 
reason, upon retaining their weapons, 
amnesty for the Moslems and the 
removal of federal troops from nearby 
barrios. In June there was a massacre of 
more than 60 Moslems gathered in a 
mosque and while guilt has not been 
established, it is widely suspected that 


Christian settlers had something to do 
with the incident. 


There probably is no more violent 


nation in the world than the Philippines. 
For years the disruptions were blamed 
upon the Communist Hukbalahaps and 
with some reason. But the ideological 
Communists were probably pretty well 
encouraged to try democracy by the late 
President Magsaysay. Current violence 
depends upon local bandits, the failures 
of the Philippine Constabulary to 
establish guilt 
before 
it 
enacts 


vengeance for ambushes and, in some 
areas, unfortunate examples and deals 
made with American servicemen. 


But the Philippines are plagued with 


other problems. There are considerable 
economic inequities, vast 
differences 


between the rich and "poor and little 
inclination on the part of many of the 
former to do anything about them. 
Resentment of the years of American 
rule and continued American influence 
tend to make Filipinos forget the ad- 
vantages of current trade and property 
agreements. The search for national 
identity goes on as it has in so many 
former 
colonies. 
Corruption and 


smuggling are ignored. Children - sell 
contraband cigarettes openly in the 
streets.-Almost anything can be had for 
a price. The Filipinos, like so many other 
conquered peoples, are suffering now 
from the subservient state they were 
forced to endure for so long. Even the 
men's official shirt, the barong tagalog, 
is worn outside the trousers by tradition 
but originally from a Spanish edict to 
show inferiority. 


A Christian-Moslem armed con- . 


frontation is not needed. The dangers 
from it are increased by the closeness of 
the Philippines to the Moslem-controlled 
nations of Indonesia and Malaysia and 
disputes over island territories.

television last week, the 
pundits have been lining up to 
award Treasury Secretary 
John B. Connally the 1972 
Republican vice presidential 
nomination. 


And there are, in fact, 


cogent reasons why Mr. Nixon 
should drop Spiro Agnew from 
the ticket next year. Agnew is 
an honorable man who has 
been viciously treated by 
certain elements of the press, 
from the 1968 "fat Jap" 
remark to the recent and 
celebrated case of the rutting 
rhinos. _ 


But even many of Agnew's 


most ardent"adrnirers,_do~not 
regard him as presidential 
timber. He has entertainment 
value. He says many of the 
things which Middle America 
likes to hear said. But 160Q 
Pennsylvania Avenue is not an 
Elks 
Lodge, 
as 
most 


Americans appreciate. 


It is not just a question of 


Agnew being "a heart-beat 
away from the presidency," 
although that is frightening 
enough. Were a Nixon-Agnew 
ticket to win next year, Agnew 
in 1976 would find himself at 
the head of the Republican 
party-and.it would be difficult 
to deny him the nomination. 


Will Reverse Himself 


Having been the target of a 


dumping effort himself during 
the Eisenhower years, Mr. 
Nixon would be loath to dump 
Agnew. But as he has 
demonstrated in both his 
overtures to Communist China 
and his New Economic Plan, 
Mr. Nixon will reverse himself 
if he feels that it is necessary 
— for national, partisan or 
personal reasons — to do so. 


There is plenty of precedent, 


from Thomas Jefferson (who 
dumped Aaron Burr) to 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
(who 
got rid 
of Henry 


Wallace). In all, eight vice 
presidents have found it 
necessary to seek other 
gainful employment. 


Should he decide that Agnew 


is expendable — and that 
decision .has not yet been 
made — Mr. Nixon, in the 


prosecution of his Southern- 
suburbanjstrategy, will find it 
expedient to come up with a 
running mate who has a 
relatively 
conservative 


image, yet is capable of at- 
tracting independents as well 
as Democrats, preferably one 
capable of swinging a key 
state or two. 


And it must be admitted 


that, on the surface and at this 
houTj John Connally seems 
precisely to fit the bill. The big 
Texan exudes confidence, 
force, candor and humor. The 
only trouble is that Connally is 
a Democrat. 


Still a Party Man 


This may seem relatively 


unimportant in a day when 
party loyalties are weakening. 
But. if he is anything, Mr. 
Nixon is a good party man, as 
is Connally," who has. none of 


Will Rogers-ish appeal which 
is not unlike Connally's. 


Morton has a proven ability 


to induce voters to cross party 
lines. He five times won 
election to the House of 
Representatives from his 
constituency on Maryland's 
eastern 
shore, 
where 


Democrats outnumber 
Republicans 2 to 1. 


Most importantly, the Yale- 


educated Morton has the 
complete 
confidence 
of 


Richard Nixon, who had- 
picked him in 1969 to be 
chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, a post 
which has given him far more 
influence with party regulars 
than that of the average 
congressman 
or cabinet 


member. 


As Interior

will gain, the typical gain will 
be so slight as to be unlikely to 
be noticed or appreciated, 
while there will be some 
locality somewhere in his 
district that will be hit so hard 
as to generate indignation that 
will drown out even such 
casual responses as may be 
made by the majority. 


Sweeten the Pot 


The tactical need for the tax 


redistribution champions this 
year from Gov. Patrick Lucey 
down was to reduce the 
number of losing districts to 
the maximum degree. To do 
that the governor felt he was 
obliged to "sweeten the pot," 
increase the total shared-tax 
fund by infusion of the receipts 
of new tax levies, thus to avoid 
grievous offense to as many 
persons as possible but 
simultaneously holding out the 
promise of measurable local 
tax relief to others — in- 
cluding the political establish- 


ment of Milwaukee. ("The pot 
sweetening 
metaphor 


suggests, parenthetically, that 
there are some devotees of the 
ancient game of draw poker in 
the state regime. I 


But the maneuver was 


more easily prescribed than 
achieved. There was no 
money lying around un- 
claimed when the new ad- 
ministration took office. A big 
deficit impended. To increase 
the tax sharing pool would 
aggravate the weight of the 
new 
tax 
program 
and 


generate resistance from 
weary state taxpayers. 


Similarly, 
the 
ad- 


ministration has evidently 
receded from its original 
demand for $20 per $1,000 
property tax factor to qualify 
for 
maximum state tax 


sharing, for a $17 factor. That 
meant that the relief held out 
to Milwaukee and a few other 
large constituencies was 
c o r r e s p o n d i n g l y less 
generous. 


More difficult, and more

Milwaukee and the honest 
reservations of some fair-

Hard Questions 


More precisely, is the high 


local tax problem in the cities 
related to the unavoidable 
obligations of the urban 
community or in part the 
result of luxurious public 
service appetites? Stated in 
reverse, is the seemingly 
more favorable tax situation 
of the smaller town in many 
cases related to its decision to 
do without costly services?

publicity in this regard as they 
have made budget decisions 
lately on elected

salaries, among other things.

In one of my first columns,

background in common ex- 
cept their youth ought to learn 
more about different kinds of 
people before they get into the 
great world and perpetuate 
the errors of their ejders. It is 
a place for broadening one's 
horizon, not constricting it 


The old-fashioned fraternity 


and sorority simply en- 
capsulated the past, and thus 
learned nothing from it The 


light blonds from Minnesota 
lived in one house, and the 
dark Jews from Brooklyn in 
another, and the odd Hin- 
dustani stayed in a room at the 
Student Center, and they 
joined loyalties only at foot- 
ball games and synthetically 
unified Class Days. 


The kids today want none of 


that, and rightly so. They 
know that you learn little from 
"your own kind" except that 
your own kind is indubitably 
superior to any other kind. 
And they also have found out 
that it's damned dull to spend 
most of your time with people 
who look and sound and act 
exactly like yourself. Ethnic 
constipation sets in fast. 


Now they are all down at the 


student 
union 
building, 


because that's where the 
foreign students are, and 
interesting people from all 
over the world. They live 
where they feel like, and with 
whom they feel like, because 
that is what growing up 
consists of — exploration, 
diversity, the exchange of 
experiences, .the shedding of 
insulation. 


Their parents wanted them 


to be with "the right sort" 
They are finding out for 
themselves that the right sort 
come from everywhere, in all 
shapes and shades; and the 
wrong sort are precisely those 
who think there is only one 
right sort. If their parents had 
learned that lesson, the word 
"fraternity" might still have 
its noble connotation, not just 
its snobbish one.

worker now puts in about 2,000 
hours a year. Well within the 
career span of today's young 
college graduate — 30 years — 
the average American will be 
working as little as 1,600 hours 
a year, 20 per cent less. 


Extended Time Off 


Q. Will we all be on a shorter 


workweek? 


A. 
Not necessarily 
Y o u 


could have a system of extend- 
ed time off along with the 
standard f i v e -d a y, 40-hour 
week: work 40 weeks, take 12 
weeks in three or four-week 
vacation periods. 


Q. What are the forces behind 


the shortening workweek? 


A. Higher technological pro- 


ductivity — through automation 
and industrial engineering — 
and our 
ever-growing work 


force. 


Q. What are the advantages 


of extended time off? 


A. People get bored with their 


jobs. This would allow for 
recharging a person's physical 
and mental abilities periodical- 
ly-Q. Is the entended time-off 
system better than a four-day 
or three-day week? 


A. In some ways, yes. On a 


s h o r t e r workweek, employes 
often tend to be either prepar- 
ing for or recuperating from an 
extended weekend. The system 
also would help control unem- 
polyment by reducing the moon- 
fighting which is encouraged by 
shorter workweeks. 


Q. What specific drawbacks 


do you see to a 40- or 44-week 
working year? 


A. We do not yet know what 


effects it might have on produc- 
tivity, absenteeism, employment 
and the use of leisure time by 
the worker. But there does 
seem to be great merit in 
allowing extended time off. 


Two Jobs 


Q. What other ways would you 


suggest to counter boredom and 
improve the goods and services 
produced? 


A One way would be to have 


people work a standard week, 
but at two different jobs within 
a company. Thus a man could 
recharge by driving a truck for 
one week and by working in the 
shipping department a n o t h e r 
week.

Q. But this would involve! 


learning two skills.

A. Yes. And it would be| 


desirable to relieve the noton-i 
ous monotony of the old-fash- 
ioned assembly line. There has 
been an increasing tendency in 
industry to consider these hu- 
man factors. 


Q. How would this 
affect 


productivity? 


A. That would depend on the 


relative complexity of the two 
skills. If the skills are compati- 
ble, as I believe they should be. 
there would be little loss in 
productivity. Continuing change 
in technology will importantly 
improve over-all productivity 


Q. What other combinations of 


work patterns do you see? 


A. The variations are endless
